Clark said he was not entering 
the race “ under compulsion of any 
irresistible pressure, either 
public 
or private,” but because

great State of Missouri in the sen­ 
ate.” 


“ In 
my 
opinion,” his statement 
I of principles said, “ the chief issue 
between the parties in the present 
campaign w ill be the twelve years’ 
record of crim inal inefficiency on 
the part of three national republi­ 
can administrations.

& Company. 
He built up this business until 
its annual turnover exceeded $300,- 
000,000 and its liranches could be 
found in almost every sizable town 
from coast to coast.

store clerk in New York, a shop 
keeper on Fifth avenue and a maii- 
i ufacturer of men’s clothing.

He was a firm believer in giv­ 
ing

benefited. Foundations designed to 
aid future generations did not ap­ 
peal to him and he often cited per­ 
petuities which had outlived their 
usefulness but could not be chang­ 
ed 
legally 
despite 
the 
fact 
that 
their 
funds 
w'ere 
idle 
and 
their 
capital increasing. 
His 
interest 
in 
the 
negro 
was 
aroused by Booker T. Washington, 
famous negro educator and head of 
Tuskegee Institute. From donations 
to 
the 
institute, 
the 
interest 
de­ 
veloped 
into a 
campaign for pri­ 
m ary 
and 
secondary 
schools 
for 
negroes. 
Negroes 
and 
whites 
cooperated, 
state 
and 
county 
governments 
agreed to operate the schools and 
the program became so ambitious 
that in 1917 the Rosenwald Fund 
was established in Chicago. For the 
first 10 years Mr. Rosenwald per­ 
sonally directed this w-ork.

M r Rosenwald’s Jew ish charities 
were more direct and larger than

Crimea 
after 
they

Russia. Other hundreds of thousands 
were given to sim ilar Jew ish colon­ 
ization plans, although he never be­ 
lieved in the Zionist movement for 
establishing a Jew ish homeland in 
Palestine. 
In February. 1921. Mr. Rosenwald 
lieaded a committee of 25 Jew s who 
visited the stricken peoples of E u ­ 
rope. This was in preparation for a 
campaign conducted by the Am eri­ 
can Jew ish Relief Committee which 
brought $14,000,000 in contributions. 
He 
subsequently 
gave 
$1,000,000 
for Jew ish relief and 
colonization 
in Europe, subscribed 
$5,000,00 to 
the American-Jewish Join t Agricul­ 
tural Corporation, gave $5,000,000 to 
the Jew ish Theological Sem inary as 
a memorial to Louis Marshall, noted 
lawyer, and aided financially libra­ 
ries and museums 
of 
the 
Near 
East. 
He received the Gotthell medal of 
Zeta 
Beta 
Tau, 
national 
Jew ish 
collegiate fraternity, for the great­ 
est service to Je w ry in 1928, and 
the same year he received the H ar­ 
mon Foundation aw'ard for his ser­ 
vices in Improving the relations be­ 
tween white people and negroes.

union of Am erican Hebrew congre­ 
gations, 
although

of five children. H is two brothers 
and two sisters reside in Chicago.

Augusta Rosenwald, died there on 
February 4. 1921. She was born in 
Germany, came to Am erica in 1S53 
and married Samuel R. Rosenwald 
in Baltim ore in 1857. 


Of his boyhood, Julius Rosenwald 
often said: 
” l was uneducated in 
the public schools.” 
From Springfield he went at the 
age of 16 to New York as a clerk 
in the clothing store of Hammer- 
slough Brothers, conducted by his 
uncles. At 21 he opened 
a store 
of his own on Fifth avenue but it 
had indifferent success. 
Hia next venture was partnership 
in Chicago with Ju lius W eil. Begin­ 
ning in 1885 the firm manufactured 
clothing. In 1895, it became Rosen­ 
wald & Company and sold much of 
its output to R. W . Sears, a mail 
order 
house.

needed more capital and Mr. Rosen­ 
wald bought a half interest in the 
business for $70,000.
